The funds of the Party are spent chiefly on pro="Abdullah and Greater 
Syria propaganda, Source states that éi-lNahda, “which is substantially 
wesponsible for ruming the Government," will continue to promote the 
Greater Syria plan, as it was on this condition that the Party was 
organized originally. Source adds that the Party's propaganda for 
Greater Syria during 196 (sic) and 19h? resulted in sttained relations 
between Syria and Transjordan, and that if ‘Azgan Pasha, Secretary 
Generel. of the Arab League, had not intervened, serious damage to the 
jeague's solidarity and prestige might have resul.teds
